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Londoners urged to 
help police prevent 
more terror attacks 

C ITY leaders have united to call on all 
Londoners to “do your duty” and 
help the Met stop another terrorist 
attack by tipping off police about 
anybody they suspect of 
radicalisation, writes Geoff Baker. 

As the Mayor of London led the call for more 
tip-offs, in a tri-borough stand of defiance 
against terrorism, the leaders of Westminster, 

Kensington & Chelsea and Hammersmith & 

Fulham councils have come together on one 
message to the extremists: “you will not win”. 

The appeal for everyone to “act on your 
instincts” and provide information comes after 
security experts revealed that there are 3,000 
people at large that the Met “has concerns 
about”. 

As over-stretched police cannot keep the 
capital safe on their own, Sadiq Khan, pictured , 
is making the call for Londoners to step up to 
be the Met’s eyes and ears in the fight against 
terrorism. 

In the aftermath of the Islamist attack that 
murdered four and injured 50 - and which has 
left London shocked, grieving but un-cowed - 
city chiefs, security commanders and 
community leaders have come together to urge 
everyone to play a vital part in the protection 
of all. 

In paying tribute to PC Keith Palmer, the 
unarmed bobby killed at the gates of 
Parliament and hailed by the Prime Minister as 
“every inch a hero” for bravely tackling terror 
maniac Khalid Masood, the Mayor of London 
said: “Keith was one of the many, many, many 
officers who risk their lives on a daily basis 
and that demonstrates why we, as citizens, 
have a duty to give intelligence and 
information to the police to help keep us safe.” 

He added: “With the best will in the world, 
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Never done yoga before?

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London high streets under threat as 
businesses reel over new rates hike

“INSANE” hikes in new business 
rates are threatening to cripple and 
close many small shops in the cap¬ 
ital - shocking local traders so 
much that one almost had a heart 
attack after opening her swingeing 
new bill. 

Huge demands by the govern¬ 
ment, intent on making small busi¬ 
nesses pay through the nose for the 
austerity drive, are set to force 
many independents out of busi¬ 
ness. 

The rocketing rates are so steep 
that the Mayor of London has 
stepped in to protest on behalf of 
businesses that face the risk of 
being paralysed by Chancellor 
Philip Hammond’s money-grab¬ 
bing. 

Sadiq Khan warns that small in¬ 
dependents, particularly in Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea are now 
confronting “a clear and present 
risk to their very existence”. 

Typical of those being coshed by 
the Chancellor is Katrina Phillips, 
whose family has been trading 
from the same shop on Portobello 
Road since 1963. Katrina runs the 
popular interiors shop that sells 
things that are ethically produced, 
old, or made by artists. 

She has seen the rateable value of 
her premises increase by more 
than 55 per cent, from £33,500 to 
£52,000 through the recent revalua¬ 
tion and as a result her business 
rates bill will increase by more 
than £10,000 over the next five 
years. 

Katrina said: “I have gone into 
debt to keep the shop open, warded 
off bailiffs in tough times, and 
never given up. 

“When the new business rates 
were announced, without exagger¬ 
ation, I thought I was going to have 
a heart attack. I literally could not 
breathe. 

“I have kept going through very 
tough times. I have strived to cre¬ 
ate a place of authenticity and 
beauty, something people are 
proud to be a part of. 

“I will not be able to survive these 
increases. There is not enough 
money taken by small shops to 
bear these insane rents and rates.” 

Another royal borough business¬ 
man whose plight has been high¬ 
lighted by the Mayor of London is

Gareth Jones, who owns the choco- 
latier Alexeeva & Jones on West- 
bourne Grove. He has seen the 
rateable value of his premises in¬ 
crease from £52,000 to £87,500. 

“The rateable value for the shop 
is over £1,500 per square metre - 
more than five times the charge 
per square metre levied on the of¬ 
fices of leading global companies in 
central London,” said Sadiq Khan’s 
spokesman. 

“Its actual rates bill, after the 
transitional relief announced by 
Philip Hammond in the Budget, 
will rise by around 15 per cent this 
year from £26,000 to more than 
£30,000 - and to at least £42,000 by 
202L 

Mr Jones said: “I have been run¬ 
ning the business for four and a 
half years. It is already difficult 
enough running your own business 
but rent rises and business rates 
increase are particularly onerous. 

“It is another cost burden and 
makes it more difficult to run a 
small business. This makes me 
think that enough is enough and I 
am now considering closing down 
for good. 

“As with a lot of small businesses, 
I think that the best opportunities 
may now be online or wholesale. 
That takes away the huge and in¬ 
creasing overheads of being on the 
street.” 

A spokesman for the Mayor of 
London said: “With increased busi¬ 
ness rate bills landing on doorsteps 
across the capital Sadiq Khan is 
particularly concerned that many 
small, independent companies who

have worked hard to build up their 
businesses over many decades, 
could be forced to close for good as 
they will be unable to pay new 
business rates bills that are rising 
by up to 45 per cent. 

“According to Government data, 
London’s businesses are facing a 
£900 million business rate hike as 
a result of the revaluation, to fund 
an equivalent tax cut for the rest of 
the country. That figure could 
eventually rise to £L2 billion” 

Sadiq Khan, said: “When small 
companies just like Katrina 
Phillips and Alexeeva & Jones 
open their new business rates bills 
this weekend they will be faced 
with a clear and present risk to 
their very existence. 

“These business owners have 
dedicated their lives to running 
successful businesses that are part 
of their communities. They have 
toiled through thick and thin. 
Their stories highlight not only the 
impact these business rates hikes 
will have on London’s economy, 
but the human cost too. 

“The very nature of London’s 
high streets is under threat. What 
we need is full devolution of busi¬ 
ness rates to London with genuine 
protections in place so we can safe¬ 
guard businesses like this which 
are part of the fabric of what makes 
London such a vibrant, diverse and 
successful city.” 

Sue Terpilowski OBE, London 
Policy Chair Federation of Small 
Businesses, said: “FSB London 
fought hard for a concession at the 
Budget that will impact small busi¬ 
nesses. However, the lingering con-

cerns still remain that the average 
micro business in London will have 
to find thousands of pounds a 
month to cover the increase in 
business rates, alongside £2,600 in 
additional employment costs in 
2017/18 and a further increase in 
pensions auto-enrolment costs. 

"We need to realise that the hard 
costs of operating a business in the 
capital are starting to outweigh the 
benefits which simply does not 
make economic sense.” 

While the Mayor has welcomed 
plans to alleviate the impact of the 
increases announced by the Chan¬ 
cellor in last week’s Budget, he does 
not believe they go anywhere near 
far enough. 

“The Chancellor announced a 
£300 million discretionary relief 
hardship fund in the Budget. Lon¬ 
don’s share in 2017-18 of £72.5 mil¬ 
lion equates to less than 10 per cent 
of the additional bill facing London 
ratepayers from 1 April,” said the 
Mayor’s spokesman. 

The Government has also set 
aside £25 million for the next five 
years to provide transitional sup¬ 
port for small businesses losing el¬ 
igibility for small business rate 
relief. 

“Many of these firms have been 
paying no business rates for the 
last five years and were facing im¬ 
mediate increases of more than 
£3,000 in 2017-18 before the Budget. 
While the Mayor welcomes the 
scheme in so far as it goes, we esti¬ 
mate that fewer than 5,000 busi¬ 
nesses across London out of more 
than 300,000 - including only 28 
firms in the City of London and a 
mere 20 in Merton - are expected to 
benefit,” said the spokesman. 

“Sadiq also believes that at least 
1,000 pubs in London will not be el¬ 
igible for the one-off £1,000 discount 
that was announced in the Budget. 
As the leading rating agents Gerald 
Eve have highlighted, due to state 
aid limits the proportion of pubs 
likely to benefit nationally is just 60 
per cent - well below the 90 per cent 
of pubs claimed by the Government. 

“And for the majority of pubs in 
central and inner London facing 
large rises in their bills of up to 44 
per cent on 1 April this will provide 
a very limited and very temporary 
concession. 

“To compound the misery for 
businesses, bills that are currently 
dropping through letterboxes will 
not reflect these new reliefs and 
businesses will have to pay their 
bills on the basis of the pre-Budget 
figures until local authorities have 
received the necessary detailed 
guidance from the government.” 
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32,000 officers across London can’t 
keep us safe by themselves. They 
rely upon millions of Londoners 
and those who visit our city to pro¬ 
vide them with information. 

“One of the reasons why more 
than a dozen attacks have been 
thwarted over the past four years is 
because of the intelligence to the po¬ 
lice coming from members of the 
communities. We’re not going to 
allow these terrorists to cow us, 
we’re not going to allow them to 
change our way of life.” 

The Mayor’s call was echoed by 
Nick Paget-Brown, Leader of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Council. He 
said: “The carnage on Westminster 
Bridge and at our Parliament was 
truly awful to behold. We must all 
hope for the best possible outcome 
for the injured and that there will be 
comfort for the bereaved. 

“Those of us who follow the news 
will be all too aware of the world 
these terrorists wish to create: we 
have seen it wherever Isis, Boko 
Haram, A1 Shabaab and the like 
hold sway. 

“Theirs is not an agenda that we 
can accommodate so we must ask 
ourselves: how exactly should we 
respond to the atrocity? 

“For one thing, we must all keep 
our eyes open. If you see anything 
suspicious, anything at all, if your 
sixth sense starts tingling, then re¬ 
port it. 

“But mostly the answer lies in 
how we responded. We saw London¬ 
ers of all backgrounds rushing to 
help the injured. We saw 
paramedics arriving in minutes. We 
saw nurses and doctors rushing up 
from St Thomas’. And we saw our 
diverse police force confronting the 
attacker and then flooding the area 
to deal with the second or third 
wave that might have followed. We 
even saw the killer’s wounds being 
tended to. 

“In my eyes, the actions of that 
day’s heroes reflected the true char¬ 
acter of Britain, and of Londoners, 
a character that is courageous, de¬ 
cent and humane. We must remem¬ 
ber this and then, just as a past 
generation did, we must simply - 
‘keep calm and carry on!”’ 

Nickie Aiken, Leader of Westmin¬ 
ster City Council, added: “The great¬ 
est possible response to those that 
seek to divide us is instead to 
strengthen our bonds of unity. We 
must stand together, united by what 
we have in common, not what sepa¬ 
rates us and respond in a calm and 
proportionate manner. 

“Acting Deputy Commissioner 
Mark Rowley has already made 
clear that the community police 
presence will be increased. I wel¬ 
come this but it is equally impor¬ 
tant that we all continue to play our 
part in protecting the unity of our 
community, through fostering bet¬ 
ter relations and understanding be¬ 
tween different elements of our 
diverse community.” 

And Stephen Cowan, Leader of 
Hammersmith & Fulham council, 
said: “The terrorists will not win. 
Our diversity, our unity and our 
democracy makes us stronger. Our 
respect for human rights, our belief 
in the rule of law and our compas¬ 
sion make us stronger. These are 
the values that confront the hatred 
they espouse. They cannot win.” 

Commander Simon Bray, the 
Met’s head of Security and Special¬ 
ist Operations, has stressed the 
need for tip-offs and has moved to 
quash fears of wasting police time. 

He said: “In London we have ex¬ 
cellent relations with our communi¬ 
ties. These are the people that we 
depend on for information to help 
us keep Londoners safe. The num¬ 
ber or calls and online reports we 
receive with information is increas¬ 
ing but we are appealing for even

more. Research has shown some 
people worry they might be wasting 
our time or they are not sure what 
sort of activity might be suspicious. 
So we want to allay those concerns 
and help them to help us make noth¬ 
ing happen by acting on their in¬ 
stincts.” 

The crucial call for more informa¬ 
tion comes as it was revealed that 
the number of potential terrorists in 
the community is much higher than 
was feared, running not into hun¬ 
dreds but to thousands. 

Frank Gardner, the BBC’s secu¬ 
rity correspondent, said: “There are 
about 3,000 people that the police 
and MI5 know about and who they 
have concerns about. They can’t fol¬ 
low them all all of the time, it takes 
up to 30 people, 24 hours round the 
clock, to follow somebody.” 

Another expert, Richard Walton, 
former lead of the Met’s Counter 
Terrorism Command, added: “The 
only way you can stop an attack like 
this is through good intelligence 
and cooperation from the Muslim 
community, for people coming for¬ 
ward.” 

The Muslim Council of Britain’s 
secretary general, Harun Khan, 
added his weight to the appeal for 
tip-offs. 

He said: “This attack was cow¬ 
ardly and depraved, there is no jus¬ 
tification for this it whatsoever. The 
best response to this outrage is to 
make sure we come together in sol¬ 
idarity. I hope my Muslim brothers 
and sisters will reach out to fellow 
Londoners in solidarity to demon¬ 
strate that such hatred will not de¬ 
feat our way of life.” 

Mr Khan’s plea was echoed by Dr 
Shamender Talwar and Anna Prior, 
founders of the Kensington-based 
The Unity of Faiths Foundation, 
which has had much success in de- 
radicalising young Londoners. 

They said: “We are dealing with 
people like us - British who have 
been radicalised, through forms of 
social media or the internet. People 


like this don’t need to be put in a 
corner, otherwise all they will do is 
bite back and we will only add fuel 
to the fire. 

“We must embrace them. We 
must re-educate them. We must put 
an arm around their shoulder and 
say: this is your community, we are 
your family and Britain is your 
home. And most importantly we 
must all remember there is no 
colour of the skin, there is no colour 
of religion, there is no colour of the 
flag - there is only the colour of the 
heart. Only the colour of the heart 
can change Britain and the world to 
a better place.” 

The attack by madman Masood, 
who mowed down 50 innocents in a 
car before storming the gates of Par¬ 
liament and being shot dead, took 
victims from across the world - 15 
Britons, including three policemen, 
three French children, two Romani¬ 
ans, four South Koreans, two 
Greeks, and one person each from 
Germany, Poland, Ireland, China, 
Italy and the United States. 

Those murdered on the bridge 
were: Kurt Cochran, a 54-year-old 
tourist from Utah, Aysha Frade, a 
43-year-old Londoner and mother of 
two, and Leslie Rhodes, 75, from 
Clapham. 

Mr Cochran’s brother-in-law 
Clint Payne said: “Our family is 
heart-broken. Kurt was a good man 
and a loving husband to my sister 
Melissa. They were in Europe to cel¬ 
ebrate their 25th wedding anniver¬ 
sary, and were scheduled to return 
to the United States on Thursday. 
Melissa also received serious in¬ 
juries in the attack, and is being 
cared for in hospital.” 

Aysha Frade was reported to be 
on her way to pick up her children 
from school when she was 
run down on the bridge. 

Mrs Frade worked as 
an administrator at 
DLD College on West¬ 
minster Bridge Road. 

Rachel Borland, 


principal of the private sixth form 
college, said: “We are all deeply 
shocked and saddened. All our 
thoughts and our deepest sympa¬ 
thies are with Aysha’s family.We 
will be offering every support we 
can to them as they try to come to 
terms with their devastating loss. 
Aysha was highly regarded and 
loved by our students and by her 
colleagues. She will be deeply 
missed by all of us.” 

Michael Carney, a friend of for¬ 
mer window cleaner Mr Rhodes, 
said: “Les was such a lovely fella 
who would never hurt anyone. He 
was so fit he would have lived until 
he was 90. But they took his life 
away.” 

Donations from across London 
and the world have poured in on the 
Just Giving donations page for the 
family of PC Keith Palmer. The ini¬ 
tial goal had been to raise £10,000 for 
his wife Michelle and their five- 
year-old daughter Amy. But by Sun¬ 
day the fund had soared to more 
than £715,000. 

PC Palmer, who was 48, joined the 
Met in November 200f and joined 


the Parliamentary and Diplomatic 
Protection Command in April 2016. 
Before that was in the Territorial 
Support Group (TSG), based at Cat- 
ford but patrolling and working 
across London. Prior to the TSG, he 
was based on Bromley borough be¬ 
tween 2002 and 2009. He was nomi¬ 
nated in 2015 for best thief taker in 
the Commissioner’s Excellence 
Awards, having made more than 150 
arrests in 12 months. 

PC James Aitkenhead, who 
worked alongside Keith in the TSG, 
said: “Keith was a genuinely nice 
person; nobody had a bad word to 
say about him. When I heard what 
had happened I knew it would be 
him because that’s just the sort of 
guy he was, to step straight in when 
others might step back. 

“He had a great work ethic, he 
worked on our warrants’ car for 
years, getting up at 4am to serve 
warrants and arresting wanted of¬ 
fenders. He was always so positive, 
always staying late after everyone 
else and getting in early. In his per¬ 
sonal life, he was a massive Charl¬ 
ton Athletic fan and had a season 
ticket. 

“We will miss him so much.” 

Inspector Mark Turner, from the 
Parliamentary and Diplomatic Pro¬ 
tection Command, said: “Keith re¬ 
ally was a solid reliable member of 
the team - he came in and just got 
the job done, quietly and efficiently. 
He was a fantastic member of staff 
and will be sorely missed.” 

As a mark of respect Keith’s 
shoulder number - 4157U - will be 
retired and not reissued to any 
other officer. 

In a statement, PC Palmer’s fam¬ 
ily said: “We have been over¬ 
whelmed by the love and support 
for our family, and most especially, 
the outpouring of love and respect 
for our Keith. 

“We want to thank everyone who 
has reached out to us over the past 
few days for their kindness and gen¬ 
erosity. The police have been a con¬ 
stant, unwavering support at this 
very difficult time. It has made us 
realise what a caring, strong and 
supportive family Keith was part of 
during his career with the police. 
We can’t thank them enough. 

“We would also like to express 
our gratitude to the people who 
were with Keith in his last moments 
and who were working that day. 
There was nothing more you could 
have done. 

“You did your best and we are 
just grateful he was not alone. We 
care about him being remembered 
for his selfless bravery and loving 
nature. We miss him so much, but 
we are also incredibly proud of 
Keith.”

Standing by our 
promise over 
Crossrail station 

I was concerned, but not surprised, to read re¬ 
ports in the media that the Crossrail 2 project 
could be derailed or side-lined because of cost 
and competing infrastructure demands. 

Residents will know that the Council is a 
staunch supporter of a Crossrail 2 Station on the 
King’s Road. We believe there is an overwhelm¬ 
ing case for a station in an area that many people 
visit but is poorly served by public transport. 

I know that in the final analysis money calls 
the shots, especially when it comes to costly in¬ 
frastructure projects. If reports are to be be¬ 
lieved, a project that had a budget of about £31 
billion is now looking to deliver the line with £27 
billion in the pot. A cut of £4 billion. Not an in¬ 
significant sum and one that will require sacri¬ 
fices to the original plan. Might this mean that 
the King’s Road station may be lined up for a 
place on the altar? 

Of course, where money is concerned there is 
sometimes room for negotiation. Could we offer 
something that would help the budget? The ob¬ 
vious answer for a cash-strapped Treasury 
would lie in associated development above and 
around the station. But this is not an option. 
There will be no backsliding on commitments 
made to residents, even if such development 
would help to meet the cost of a station. 

On current plans, ones I still hope will come to 
fruition, the above ground element of a Crossrail 
2 station in Chelsea would be an elegant, single 
storey building at the southern end of Sydney 
Street. These modest proposals originated with 
TfL and put paid to a number of false claims and 
rumours, the most fantastical of which was that 
the station would entail ‘a Westfield-sized’ retail 
development. 

In letters to residents and local businesses and 
in a number of published articles the Council 
made plain its strong support for a Crossrail 2 
station in Chelsea. At the same time, we also 
promised that the station would not mean addi¬ 
tional development which would be out of char¬ 
acter with the local area. Moreover, we 
indicated that, as the planning authority, we 
would not permit such development. 

Now, with the putative Crossrail 2 budget fac¬ 
ing a significant reduction, boroughs campaign¬ 
ing for stations are under pressure to show what 
additional development might be possible in 
order to help meet the cost of the scheme. This 
is the context in which Kensington and Chelsea 
has renewed its commitment to residents. 

Make no mistake, we continue to believe that 
Chelsea needs a Crossrail 2 station. Neverthe¬ 
less, we consider ourselves bound by our public 
statements about station development. An ele¬ 
gant and low-key development would fit the bill 
- a larger development would not. That was our 
commitment to residents and we will not renege 
on that promise. 

Our position therefore is that we have made a 
sufficient case for the station without having to 
offer up additional value in the form of over-sta¬ 
tion development. 

It’s worth repeating that Chelsea is a densely 
populated area with three major hospitals. It is 
also a world-famous shopping and visitor desti¬ 
nation. In other words, Chelsea is somewhere 
people actually want to go. Add in that it is 
poorly served by public transport, heavily con¬ 
gested, has some of worst air quality in the coun¬ 
try and that, over the long term, our station 
would comfortably pay for itself and you can see 
why we believe we still have overwhelming 
grounds for being included in the next iteration 
of the route.

impact of Earls Court project

WEST London’s skyline now 
has a new landmark - a crane 
called A1 which is twice the 
height of Nelson’s Column 
and capable of lifting more 
than 100 buses in one go. 

The heavy lifting crane, 
London’s largest crane at 
400ft tall, is now ready to 
begin work on-site at Earls 
Court. 

The Earls Court develop¬ 
ment, led by Capital & Coun¬ 
ties Properties PLC will 
create 8,000 homes and 10,000 
new jobs as well as a new 
High Street and a new five- 
acre park in London. 

Demolition of the former ex¬ 
hibition centres to ground 
level is complete after two 
years of intensive work on 
site, managed by Capco’s con¬ 
struction partner, Keltbray. 
The crane is the most visible 
part of the important site 
preparation that will take 
place throughout 2017 to pre¬ 
pare the site for future con¬ 
struction. 

The heavy lifting crane - 
technical name, the AL.SK190 
crane - is an industry-leading 
innovation and was designed 
and manufactured by special¬ 
ist engineering firm, ALE. 

The crane will carefully lift 
61 ‘portal beams’ out from 
over the London Under¬ 
ground lines that lie below 
the former exhibition cen¬ 
tres. The large concrete 
beams supported the weight 
of the exhibition centre and 
need to be removed to enable 
development on site. 

The smallest beam is 80 
tonnes with the largest beam 
weighing 1,500 tonnes, the 
same as 118 London buses. 

“The crane was specifically 
chosen as the optimum engi¬ 
neering solution and the 
method has been designed to 
minimise the impact on local 
residents, to help reduce the 


carbon footprint of the pro¬ 
ject and will significantly 
shorten the project 
timescales,” said a 
spokeswoman for the devel¬ 
opers. 

The crane is 120m high 
which is more than twice the 
height of Nelson’s Column 
and is the largest capacity 
lifting crane ever to be used 
in London. It will operate 
only on the Earls Court site 
and will not oversail any of 
the nearby properties. 

Speaking about the progress 
on the site, Mike Hood, Group 
Development Director, Capco 
said: “We are making good 
progress at Earls Court to 
prepare the site for future de¬ 
velopment. The heavy lifting 
crane is the most visible part 
of this work and will be part 
of the London skyline for the 
next year. 

“We know there is huge in¬ 
terest in the crane and we are 
encouraging people to visit 
the Earls Court Project 
Rooms for our monthly open 
day to find out more.” 

“David Rowe, Technical 
Manager for Keltbray, the 
specialist contractor oversee¬ 
ing the site works at Earls 
Court, added: “By utilising 
this crane and lifting method, 
disruption is minimised and 
the crane’s high capacity and 
precision lifting technology 
will reduce the overall project 
timescale considerably. 

“With the successful demo¬ 
lition of the former exhibition 
centres last year the lifting of 
the large portal beams is the 
next big task at Earls Court 
as we prepare the site for con¬ 
struction. The project team 
has worked tirelessly to en¬ 
sure the most appropriate 
technology was chosen and 
implemented in order to min¬ 
imise disruption to our neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Giovanni Alders, Sales 
Manager, Global Projects Di¬ 
vision for ALE said: “Opera-

It was eventually sold to 
Robin Swailes, who saw off 
18 other prospective buyers.

showcased the best of 
apprenticeships and the 
numerous job roles and 
sectors they are available 
in. 

The apprentices 
themselves addressed 
audiences at events and 
demonstrated the benefits 
apprenticeships have 
brought to their 
professional and personal 
lives. Recently a new 
campaign by the 
Department for Education 
urged smaller companies to 
take on apprentices. 

One example in east 
London was Blue 
Engineering in Shoreditch.

London businesses are 
finding that the increasing 
the number of apprentices 
in their organisations has 
had a tremendous impact on 
the way they work. An 
injection of youth or 
experience, talent, passion, 
and a willingness to learn 
has transformed their 
workplaces. 

Today’s consumers, 
clients and customers are 
very careful who they do 
business with.

An open letter to the Prime 
Minister 

WE are writing as local 
authority mental health 
champions, councillors 
representing the 
Conservative, Labour and 
Liberal Democrat parties, 
from all corners of the 
country and supported by 
the UK’s leading charities 
in this field.

improve psychological 
wellbeing, we welcomed 
your mental health speech 
of January 9 in which you 
rightly emphasised early 
intervention for children 
and young people. 

Of course, much of that 
early intervention takes 
place in schools, with 
children learning social and 
academic skills, protective 
of mental health, whilst 
being able to get pastoral 
care including counselling. 

Those lessons and care 
can only be imparted by 
skilled professionals and 
with around 70 per cent of 
schools budgets spent on 
frontline staff that requires 
the right funding. It is why 
we are so concerned about 
the National Funding 
Formula proposals, which 
are set to drastically reduce 
schools funding in the areas 
of greatest need. 

The North West, the West 
Midlands and London, 
regions with some of the 
very poorest boroughs, and 
therefore the highest mental 
ill health prevalence, are all 
net losers from the NFF. 

We ask you to look again 
at cutting the schools 
budgets for the poorest 
communities which will 
damage the mental health of 
coming generations, placing 
a greater burden on public 
services and our economy.

Classroom care 

MY daughter Jenny has 
type 1 diabetes. By law, her 
school should have had a 
long-term medical 
conditions policy in place to 
protect her and other 
children with long term 


conditions, like ME 
(chronic fatigue syndrome), 
asthma, arthritis, coeliac 
disease, epilepsy, migraine 
and many more. 

But after Jenny had a 
major problem at school 
recently, I found out they 
didn’t. 

Jenny was out doing her 
cycling proficiency when 
she had a massive 
hypoglycaemic episode. No 
one had made sure she had 
her test kit or any glucose 
with her. 

She was made to walk 
back to school where it took 
her 40 minutes to recover. 

I’ve spent the last few 
weeks asking other schools 
in my area what support 
they offer. Disappointingly, 
no schools I spoke to had a 
long-term medical 
conditions policy in place. 

In England, this is 
actually a breach of the law. 
But more importantly it 
risks children’s lives. 

This serious threat to my 
daughter’s health could 
have been avoided if a 
medical conditions policy 
had been in place and was 
being properly followed. 

I want the minister [for 
vulnerable children and 
families] Edward Timpson 
to write to every school in 
England to remind them 
that they have a legal 
responsibility to have a 
medical conditions policy. 

And to make sure that 
these policies are actually 
being followed, he should 
ask school regulator Ofsted 
to look at this during their 
inspections. 

Making sure schools get 
this right will help children 
with serious medical 
conditions thrive in school, 
and could save a life.

LONDONERS of all political 
persuasions took to the streets 
of Chelsea to protest to Jeremy 
Hunt against plans to axe 
heart services at the Royal 
Brompton Hospital which 
would put babies and children 
at risk.

joined the mass of people 
protesting against the Health 
Secretary’s plans to cease all 
Congenital Heart Diseases 
operations and Children’s 
Unit research at the Royal 
Brompton. 

The march was supported 
by one of the world’s most 
renowned cardiac surgeons 
who warned that it would be 
a “crime” if NHS chiefs axed 
services at London’s special¬ 
ist heart and lung hospital. 

Professor Sir Magdi Ya- 
coub said the proposals to 
stop congenital heart surgery 
for children and adults at the 
Royal Brompton risked de¬ 
stroying the entire institu¬ 
tion. 

He said: “The Brompton 
has been a leading hospital in 
the world on congenital heart 
disease. It hurts me a lot to 
see centres of excellence 
being shut for convenience, 
for planning purposes, be¬ 
cause it doesn’t fit on a piece 
of paper somewhere in the 
ministry 

“When you have a tradi¬ 
tion of excellence in one 
place, please don’t destroy it. 
It’s very sad to see so-called 
planners wanting to have ‘op¬ 
timised services’, saying they 
don’t like this here and they 
might put it there.” 

He addecd the Royal 
Brompton and Harefield NHS 
trust had “evolved and 


worked for more 100 years. 
What are you doing? Why are 
you killing a centre of excel¬ 
lence? To me, it’s a crime.” 

NHS England’s draft plans 
would reduce the number of 
hospitals performing heart 
surgery to correct birth de¬ 
fects from 13 to 10. The 
Brompton is at risk because 
officials say it would be “ex¬ 
tremely unlikely” to meet 
safety standards introduced 
last year. 

There is strong support for 
the changes from paediatri¬ 
cians at other London hospi¬ 
tals, but the Brompton feels 
NHS England has its facts 
wrong and the row has meant 
a public consultation is yet to 


be launched. 

But NHS England and 
Jeremy Hunt may be forced 
to do a U-turn when the 
hugely-controversial pro¬ 
posal, which is opposed by at 
least 20,000 people who have 
signed a petition to save the 
Royal Brompton heart ser¬ 
vices, is put up for public con¬ 
sultation. 

An NHS England 
spokesman said: “We have 
worked with patients, their 
families, clinicians and other 
experts for two years to draw 
up standards for congenital 
heart disease services. No 
final decisions have been 
taken and we will soon begin 
a consultation.”

Young singers from both 
the Royal Greenwich and 
Blackheath Halls Youth 
Choir are to be among the 
youngsters showcasing their 
talents.

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‘Great step forward’ in fight 
to save cinema from closure 


FOLLOWING an outcry of 
protest from the local com¬ 
munity and a petition led by 
the West End Labour Action 
Team, the much-loved cin¬ 
ema Curzon Mayfair has 
moved nearer staving off the 
threat of closure. 

Developers Vevil Interna¬ 
tional and 38 Curzon Ltd 
have presented proposals to 
Westminster council seeking 
permission to install addi¬ 
tional soundproofing to pre¬ 
vent noise from reaching re¬ 
cently refurbished luxury 
flats above the cinema. 

“This represents a radical 
departure from the approach 
taken by the developers last 
year, when they brought an 
action of forfeiture against 
the cinema,” said a 
spokesman for the Westmin¬ 
ster Labour councillors. 

“If the action had been suc¬ 
cessful, the cinema would 
have had to leave the 
premises. It appears, how¬ 
ever, that this approach has 
been dropped in favour of 
compromise.” 

The U-turn follows pres¬ 
sure from the local commu¬ 
nity and the West End 


Labour Action Team who set 
up a petition, backed by more 
than 27,000 people, to save the 
cinema. 

Launched by the action 
team’s Pancho Lewis, the pe¬ 
tition backed the Curzon cin¬ 
ema’s management team 
who had argued that the 
venue is a unique commu¬ 
nity asset that had to be 
saved. Cinema-goers across 
the country also rallied be¬ 
hind the campaign to protect 
the historic venue. 

Mr Lewis said: “This is a 
great step forward in the 
campaign to save the Curzon 
Mayfair. It goes to show that 
by pulling together we can 
send a strong message and 
protect cultural venues in the 
West End, putting the needs 
of the community above 
those of luxury-flat develop¬ 
ers. 

“The campaign doesn't end 
here though. We need to re¬ 
main vigilant and continue 
to work to protect this cin¬ 
ema and indeed all cultural 
venues in the West End. 

“Too many places are un¬ 
der threat of closure. It is no 
exaggeration to say that arts 


and culture in the West End 
faces an unprecedented 
threat in this day and age. 

“Curzon Soho is also un¬ 
der threat, and groups like 
Save Soho are doing a great 
job to raise the profile of the 
issue - we need to rally be¬ 
hind them.” 

The petition read: “We the 
undersigned call on the 
mayor of London and West¬ 
minster City Council to step 
in and save historic cinema 
Curzon Mayfair from clo¬ 
sure. 

“It is an absolute travesty 
that developers 38 Curzon 
Ltd have called on the Cur¬ 
zon to fork out £500,000 to 
soundproof luxury proper¬ 
ties they are building above 
it. They know that the cin¬ 
ema doesn’t have the funds. 
They know that the venue is 
listed and would face an up¬ 
hill struggle to get permis¬ 
sion to change its interiors. 

“This is a de facto attempt 
to close the Curzon through 
the back door. 

“Curzon Mayfair must be 
protected. We simply cannot 
afford to lose this much¬ 
loved, iconic venue.” 


Historic leisure centre set for upgrade 


MARYLEBONE'S Seymour 
Leisure Centre is set for a facelift 
that will introduce upgraded 
modern facilities into the his¬ 
toric site, as a public consulta¬ 
tion opens on how to spend £1.6 
million of investment. 

Westminster council prom¬ 
ises that the consultation will lis¬ 
ten to people's views on plans 
for new services and improve¬ 
ments for a location steeped in 
the history of UK sports. 

"The current Seymour Leisure 
Centre was built as the modern 
incarnation of what is among 
the first public bath houses in 
the country, which opened on 


the site in 1849. This bath house 
was developed and rebuilt over 
time until it was eventually re¬ 
placed by the current building - 
which celebrates its 80th birth¬ 
day this year," said a council 
spokesman. 

"This refurbishment work 
forms part of a programme of 
investment worth £9 million at 
sites across Westminster by our 
contractor. Everyone Active. 

"At the Seymour, new facili¬ 
ties will potentially include a 
Hot Yoga studio, a group cycling 
studio, a new exercise studio, 
plus the refurbishment of the 
existing health suite to include 


hot beds and an expansion of 
the current gym area. This will 
be combined with a general up¬ 
date to the changing rooms." 

Cllr David Harvey, the coun¬ 
cil's cabinet member for sports, 
leisure and community, said: 
"Seymour Leisure Centre is a 
fantastic location with a history 
of providing London with a 
healthy place to train and relax. 

The consultation on the refur¬ 
bishment will run until Sunday 
April 9. Residents can also com¬ 
plete a questionnaire, hosted on 
the Seymour Leisure Centre's 
website and at the reception of 
the centre. 


Councillors move to name 
and shame dodgy landlords 


WESTMINSTER councillors are 
to name and shame dodgy 
West End landlords so that 
people know who to avoid 
when looking to rent. 

The plan to "out the rogues" is 
part of a new scheme for 
private tenants launched by the 
West End Labour Action Team. 

The team is calling on 
residents, businesses and 
workers in the West End for 
their feedback on which 
landlords cannot be trusted, 
and which can. 

"Our new plan brings forward 
ambitious proposals to tackle 
the fact that private tenants are 
paying more and more in rent 
and yet many have to put up 
with poor living conditions like 
damp,"said a spokesman. "At a 
time when the prospect of 
home ownership remains a 
distant prospect for many, the 
West End Labour Action Team is 
calling on Westminster council 
to stand up for'Generation 
Rent'and make sure tenants get 
a fair deal." 

Pancho Lewis, of the West 
End Labour team, said: "More 
than 40 per cent of residents 
rent, and the average tenant 


pays nearly half of their income 
in rent. And yet far too many 
tenants live in substandard 
accommodation. It's just not 
on - we need to tackle this 
issue. Our five-point plan puts 
forward ideas to make sure 
tenants who are being let down 
are given a fair deal". 

Patrick Lilley, of the action 
team, said: "We're calling on the 
community to give us their 
views on our proposals. We 
want to work with residents in 
the West End to develop these 
ideas so we can make a real 
difference to people living in 
the private rented sector." 

West End Labour proposes a 
five point plan to: 

• Support the mayor's London 
living rent policy. Rent levels 
would be set at one third of 
average local incomes. This will 
help households typically 
earning between £35,000 and 
£45,000, who are currently 
renting privately. Westminster 
council should lead the way in 
embracing the London Living 
Rent. 

• Set up a not-for-profit lettings 
agency for good landlords. This 
would give renters confidence, 


helping do away with the high 
fees tenants can be charged as 
well as promoting longer-term 
tenancies and stabilising rents. 

• Celebrate landlords who do a 
good job, and name and shame 
those who don't. They will 
name and shame rogue 
landlords while celebrating 
landlords who punch above 
their weight in providing 
tenants with a high-quality 
service. 

• Protect renters from revenge 
evictions. Tenants are often 
evicted for requesting repairs to 
badly maintained properties. A 
new law brought forward in 
2015 to help prevent revenge 
evictions has failed. New rules 
are needed so that when 
landlords fail to carry out 
repairs within a reasonable time 
frame, tenants can carry out 
repairs and ha-ve the costs 
deducted from rent. 

• Encourage more build-to- 
rent developments. This will 
mean young professionals and 
middle-income families can 
afford to live in Westminster.

The 163rd University Boat Race 


University Boat Race 
crews get ready to do 
battle for 163rd time

The 163rd University Boat Race 
is taking place on Sunday, 
April 2. 

Last year’s event will be re¬ 
membered for the Cambridge 
men’s crew’s first win since 
2012 and the terrible conditions 
which saw the Cambridge 
women nearly sink and allow 
Oxford to coast to an easy vic¬ 
tory. 

The Championship Course 
is four miles, 374 yards and 
stretches between Putney and 
Mortlake on the River Thames. 

The race is among the oldest 
sporting event in the world. 
Cambridge boast the superior 
record with the light blue men 
leading Oxford by 82 wins to 79. 
Cambridge’s women also have 
an advantage over their rivals, 
with 41 wins, to Oxford’s 30. 

This year the Cancer Re¬ 
search UK Boat Races will be 
broadcast on BBC and pre¬ 
sented by Claire Balding, with 


the women’s race at 4.35pm and 
the men’s race at 5.35pm. 

Spectators will also be able to 
enjoy the race up close with 
great viewing locations at Put¬ 
ney Bridge, Craven Cottage and 
Putney Embankment. 

The Cambridge crew in¬ 
cludes two members of the win¬ 
ning 2016 team, and weighs in 
at a total of 747.6kg (117.7 stone), 
while Oxford were 721.7kg 
(113.6st). 

Cambridge’s men’s coach is 
Steve Trapmore, who won 
Olympic gold at Sydney 2000 as 
part of the British men’s eight. 

Sean Bowden takes charge of 
the Oxford crew and has been 
chief coach since 1997, winning 
11 of the last 17 races. The 
women’s race will be umpired 
by Sarah Winckless, who will 
become the first female to um¬ 
pire a race on the Tideway nine 
months after she became the 
first female to umpire a race at 
Henley Royal Regatta. The 
men’s race will be umpired by 
four-time gold 



medal winner Sir Matthew Pin- 
sent. Pinsent raced for Oxford 
in 1990,1991 and 1993, winning 
the first two races before losing 
as President in 93. 

Perhaps the most famous 
face to have competed in the 
race in Oxford-born actor Hugh 
Laurie, who followed in his fa¬ 
ther’s footsteps and took to the 
Thames for Cambridge in the 
1980, race, which the light blues 
narrowly lost.

Boffins learn 
from falcons 

ENGINEERS have been working on 
future aircraft concepts inspired 
by the aerodynamics of the 
world's fastest bird, the peregrine 
falcon. 

Scientists at BAE Systems and 
City University in London revealed 
how research into the way falcons 
fly is inspiring new technologies 
for aircraft that could contribute 
to their safety in the air, 
aerodynamics and fuel efficiency. 

And they say the innovative 
technologies could be applied 
within the next 20 years. 

The scientists have developed 
several concepts following 
research into how the peregrine 
falcon is able to stay in control 
and airborne at speeds of up to 
200 miles per hour, even in high 
winds. 

The technologies being 
developed include'sensory 
feathers' - 3D-printed polymer 
'hair'filaments which would act 
like sensors on the body of an 
aircraft, providing an early 
warning system if it began to stall. 

Similarly, more densely packed 
passive polymer filaments may 
also be capable of changing the 
airflow very close to the surface of 
the aircraft which could reduce 
'drag' on the wing-skin. 
Aerodynamic drag ultimately 
slows aircraft in flight. 

A further technology has been 
inspired by the falcon's ability to 
stabilise itself after swooping or 
landing by ruffling its feathers. 

The researchers say small 
flexible or hinged flaps on an 
aircraft could allow the wing to 
manoeuvre quickly and land more 
safely at lower speeds. 

They said the added safety 
margin gained using this 
approach could allow future 
aircraft of a more compact design 
or to carry more fuel. And the 
research so far has shown that the 
flaps could potentially lower 
aircraft noise pollution.

Easier to see 
GP or nurse 

PEOPLE who live in Westminster 
can now book appointments to 
see a GP or practice nurse seven 
days a week. 

Central London Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) has 
introduced evening and 
weekend services to help local 
people access routine medical 
appointments at times that suit 
them. Patients can arrange 
appointments with a GP or 
practice nurse between 6.30pm 
to 8pm, Monday to Friday, and 
8am to 8pm at weekends. The 
appointments will be offered at 
Connaught Square Practice, 
Pimlico Health at the Marven, 
and Westbourne Green Surgery. 

The service is available to 
anyone who lives in or is 
registered with a GP in the 
Central London CCG area of 
Westminster. 

To book an evening or 
weekend appointment patients 
will need to call their own GP 
practice during opening hours. 
Walk-in appointments will not be 
available. Patients that need to 
book an urgent GP appointment 
when their practice is closed 
should continue to call NHS 111. 

Residents of Queen's Park and 
Paddington, which are linked to 
adjacent West London CCG, can 
access similar services by 
contacting their own GP 
practices. Doctors and nurses at 
the GP access centres will be able 
to see patients' medical records, 
with the patient's consent, to 
make the appointments as 
effective as possible. People will 
be able to use these 
appointments for routine care 
such as check-ups, small wound 
care, cervical screening, and 
contraceptive advice. 

Dr Neville Purssell, Chair of 
Central London Clinical 
Commissioning Group, said: 
"We're delighted to be able to 
offer evening and weekend 
services to all of our residents. 
This helps busy local people to 
get convenient, local healthcare 
at the times that suit them."

Stepping Out ★★★★ 

I N football, if your star striker is injured, 
it's always interesting to see the different 
dynamic when a player comes off the 
bench to take their place. The whole shape 
of the team and their attitude to the match 
can completely change with the addition of 
some fresh legs and the same can be said for a 
team of performers, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Just days before the first preview of Stepping 
Out at the Vaudeville Theatre, leading lady 
Tamzin Outhwaite broke her foot and had to be 
replaced by stage stalwart Anna-Jane Casey. 

After watching the show at Richmond last 
year, I can safely say the stoppage time sub is a 
real game changer and has helped to turn Maria 
Friedman’s production, which also stars 
Amanda Holden, from a theatrical plod into a 
snappy and infinitely charming portrayal of 
friendship. 

The new star hoofer isn’t the only modifica¬ 
tion since the touring production; in fact, it’s re¬ 
ally become a different show. 

Gone are the slow scene changes (and thank¬ 
fully, the dancing children) and what’s left is a 
fast paced and punchy comedy brimming with 
appeal. 

The plot of Richard Harris’ play will be famil¬ 
iar to many, having enjoyed numerous past in¬ 
carnations, including a film version, which 
starred Liza Minnelli and Julie Walters. It in¬ 
vites us to sit in on a weekly tap dancing class, 
led by former pro Mavis (Anna-Jane Casey). 

The play has been regularly performed on the 
amateur circuit, a place where, for me, it is at 
its best, with people who meet once a week for 
an escape from their everyday lives portraying 
just that. 

No, there is no real depth of character on dis¬ 
play, but who really shows their inner feelings 
at a weekly class with virtual strangers? Don't 
most people put on a bit of facade? 

The play does however highlight the need for 
friendship and the ups and downs we all go 
through when attempting to formulate bonds 
with strangers. 

Tracey-Ann Oberman’s voluptuous, overcon¬ 
fident Maxine and Lesley Vickerage’s neurotic 
Andy sit at opposite ends of the group’s demo¬ 
graphic and yet all of the characters exhibit a 
desperate loneliness in one way or another. 

Anna-Jane Casey, in sharp contrast to Tamzin 
Outwaite, brings a much-needed sensitivity to 
Mavis. Her entire fibre screams out that she is 
a dancer, even when just showing basic steps 
and her solo dance to a mix tape of show tunes 
is a real highlight.

At one point she ironically utters the 
line: “I understudied the lead a few times 
but never got on." In this production, she 
most certainly has got on and is abso¬ 
lutely outstanding. 


Her sister, Natalie Casey (best known for star¬ 
ring alongside Sheridan Smith and Ralf Little 
in the sitcom, Two Pints of Lager and a Packet 
of Crips) is another welcome addition and 
brings a hilarious irreverence to Sylvia, while 
Sandra Marvin continues to provide a huge 
amount of self deprecating, mirthful warmth as 
Rose. 

Amanda Holden’s shiny Vera is particularly 
caricatured (money obsessed with OCD), but 
the actress plays on her public persona to great 
effect, while Judith Baker as accompanist Mrs 
Fraser, is a typical matriarchal community fig¬ 
ure; cantankerous and unwavering in her 
views, but hiding a heart of gold. 

What Harris does with this and his other fa¬ 
mous community centred play, Outside Edge, is 
capture the simplicity of parochial life. He does¬ 
n't attempt to give the stories too much grit or 
depth but, by putting ordinary people at the 
heart of the action, he makes them delightfully 
relatable.

Oh, to be Seventeen again 


Seventeen Lyric Hammersmith ★★★ 

I’M sure there are times when we would all 
like to turn back the clock - just go back to 
our youth for a day or so - to when the future 
was laid out in front of us like a sea of oppor¬ 
tunity and the the stresses of adult life hadn’t 
yet reared their ugly heads, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

Matthew Whittet's Seventeen at the Lyric 
Hammersmith gives some veteran actors the 
opportunity to do just that in a production, 
which sees them revisit their final day at sec¬ 
ondary school and experience again the ex¬ 
citement and trepidation faced by those on 
the cusp of adulthood. 

The cleverly conceived play casts actors in 
their sixties to portray teenagers, so we ex¬ 
perience a dual plot, where students look 
back on their school days, while retirees 
reminisce about their lives. 

Tom Scutt’s set design, comprised of an 
oversized playground, complete with an in¬ 
finity symbol shaped climbing frame, further 
adds to the ingenious symbolism. And the 
costumes and props make time feel even 


more muddled. 

There’s a fine line between making an au¬ 
dience believe you are an adolescent and 
doing a caricatured performance. In this in¬ 
stance, actors’ well-honed rhythmic delivery 
of lines and graceful movements just don’t fit 
with the young adults they are attempting to 
portray. 

Sarah Ball as the outrageous younger sister 
Lizzy however, gets the movement spot on 
and when embroiled in a lip sync battle, 
grinds and pumps like a real teen queen. 

Mike Grady is also excellent and captures 
the awkwardness and self-loathing of a 
young adult on the edge of society in heart 
breaking fashion. 

Seventeen feels like the first episode of a 
kid’s television series; there’s a bit of a love 
triangle and everyone is contemplating their 
future, but with no real conclusions. 

The topsy-turvy fashion, mixed soundtrack 
and ‘adulteens’ will make you contemplate 
your use of time and its relevance to your 
own continued journey through life.

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Tall Ships back to fulfil their potential 


E VERYBODY likes a trier and 
we here at the LWN like them 
more than most. So too do the 
fans of Tall Ships, for whom the 
boat has come in again. 
Following a series of what any mas¬ 
ter of understatement would call “dis¬ 
appointments”, Tall Ships are back 
and at the helm of their destiny to be 
a hugely successful band of rich 
promise, with the release of Petri- 
chor 1 , the new single from their ea¬ 
gerly-awaited second album 
Impressions. 

Frontman Ric Phethean says: "It 
started as a collection of one-liners 
trying to distil the sense of detach¬ 
ment I was feeling at the time of writ¬ 
ing. Whilst working on the song, I 
came across the word petrichor, 
which describes the scent you get 
after a downpour during a long dry 
spell. 

“This felt like a pretty apt word to 
describe the song and that feeling of 
relief that comes with externalising 
and talking about all the problems we 
carry around within us." 

Tall Ships have carried that weight 
a bit more than most. 

“It all just crumbled away for a little 
while,” says Phethean, speaking of 



the period following their acclaimed 
debut album, 2012's Everything 
Touching, which saw them champi¬ 
oned by both the BBC and NME, sell¬ 
ing out shows across the UK, and 
headlining the BBC Introducing 
Stage at Reading & Leeds Festivals. 

After five years of hard graft build¬ 
ing towards the album - enjoying in¬ 
dustry plaudits and ever-growing 
audiences - they found themselves 
with no management and no record 
label, forced to confront the fact it all 
could’ve been a false start. 

A lesser band would have packed it 
in and moved on; that band would not 
be Tall Ships. 

“We were emotionally, physically 
and financially spent. We needed a 
break for a while to pay off debts we’d 
accumulated, recover from health is¬ 
sues and simply do our own thing,” 
said Phethean. 

But that’s all in the past now and 
the band - Phethean, bassist Matt 
Parker, drummer Jamie Bush and 
keyboardist Jamie Field - opted to go 
it alone, taking command of every el¬ 
ement of their art. Retreating to 
Field’s home on the edge of Dartmoor, 
they adopted a similarly DIY record¬ 
ing process to that which birthed Ev¬ 
erything Touching years back. 


Now, with their tour gigs selling out 
everywhere, Tall Ships have added a 
new show on May 5th at London’s 
Bush Hall. 

“We recorded and engineered all of 
the new album, the DIY nature of it is 
one of necessity, not aesthetic,” says 
Field. 

What emerged speaks for itself, Im¬ 
pressions bristles with the most am¬ 
bitious and anthemic music the 
group has ever written, marking 
them out once more as one of the 
UK’s most promising rock bands, but 
one worn with the battle scars of 
doubt, fragility and lessons learned 
the hard way. 

“The album title references inden¬ 
tations that are left in us from the 
pressure and the knocks we in¬ 
evitably receive while being alive. 
Life can be an incredibly difficult 
thing at times and the tragic events, 
joyous events and tender moments all 
leave their marks upon us,” said 
Phethean. 

“If someone had just come to us and 
given us the money to make a second 
album right away, it would’ve been 
completely different. It’s a product of 
everything that’s happened over the 
past four years.” 


I NTERNATIONAL treasures 
British Sea Power release their 
first new material in four years 
on March 31st, with a fan-funded 
album that sounds like just what 
the doctor ordered for the Brexit 
blues. 

Melodic, direct and 
brimming with 
emotional ur¬ 
gency, Let The 
Dancers Inherit 
The Party is an 
album inspira- 
tionally-de- 
scribed as 
“where rock 
muscularity 
joins inseparably 
with pop immedi¬ 
acy like a crate of the 
finest sparkling wine ex¬ 
ploding inside a Marshall 
stack.” 

We all want a bit of that, al¬ 
though probably wise to unplug 
at the mains first. 

“Across their entire history, 
British Sea Power have taken a 
broad and panoramic perspective 
that’s drawn on historical events 
while mirroring the ageless won¬ 
ders of the natural world,” said 
their spokesman. 

“Let The Dancers Inherit The 
Party’s twelve songs cover sub¬ 
ject matters ranging from the 
stars in the night sky to the 
methodology of media manipula¬ 
tion. Both consistently contempo¬ 
rary and consistent in mood, the 
album alludes to a world full of 
chaos and disorder whilst seek¬ 
ing to answer that world with op¬ 
timism and hope.” 

What hope’s that, then? 
Guitarist Martin Noble ex¬ 
plains: “The album was made to 
a background of politicians per¬ 
fecting the art of unabashed 
lying, of social-media echo cham¬ 
bers, of click-bait and electronic 
Tonka Toys to keep us enter¬ 
tained and befuddled. 

“All this can easily make the in¬ 


dividual feel futile. But I think 
we’ve ended up addressing this 
confusion in an invigorating way, 
rather than imprisoning the lis¬ 
tener in melancholy. 

“Musically, it’s our most direct 
album and maybe the first one 
where we maintain a coherent 
mood from start to finish. 

“Perhaps a little clarity isn’t a 
bad thing at this point. There 
wasn’t a plan to create an album 
with any particular subject mat¬ 
ter but we’ve kind of ended up 
with a case of ’think global, act 
local’ - an album where individ¬ 
uals are dealing with their do¬ 
mestic and personal lives against 
a background of uncontrollable 
international lunacy.” 

Recorded in Sussex, London 
and on the Isle of Skye, it follows 
the band’s five studio albums for 
the great Rough Trade Records - 
a catalogue of releases that saw 
BSP become the longest continu¬ 
ally-signed band in the label’s his¬ 
tory. 

The entire recording of the 
album was funded by the band’s 
remarkably dedicated audience. 
Money was raised via a multi¬ 
faceted programme with pledges 
ranging from pre-orders for a lim¬ 
ited-edition box-set version of the 
album to paying £1,500 for a tattoo 
that gives entry to all future BSP 
shows. 

Let The Dancers Inherit The 
Party sees the band return to the 
kind of exhilarating and bright- 
minded guitar music that has 
seen them nominated for the Mer¬ 
cury Music Prize and which has 
drawn praise from David Bowie, 
Lou Reed and the National Mar¬ 
itime Museum, alongside Doctor 
Who, Harry Potter and Sherlock 
Holmes (Peter Capaldi, Daniel 
Radcliffe and Benedict Cumber- 
batch have all declared them¬ 
selves fans). 

British Sea Power will play at 02 
Shepherd’s Bush Empire on April 
12th.

“As a group who formed in 


the punk era and found their 
mojo through a shared love of 
Bowie, Kraftwerk and elec¬ 
tronic dance, Simple Minds 
are not natural acoustic ad¬ 
venturers, but they have done 
a remarkable job here, adding 
fresh nuance to brilliant songs 
without trampling on sacred 
memories.” 

Jim Kerr added: “The con¬ 
cert stage is where Simple 
Minds do their best work - it is 
where we forged our distinc¬ 
tive live reputation. For that 
reason we look forward im¬ 
mensely to taking Simple 
Minds Acoustic out on tour. 
Don’t be fooled by the acoustic 
tag, however! These shows 
will be as energetic and pas¬ 
sionate as ever.

Teething probs but revamped 
pub offers a touch of class 

RESTAURANT REVIEW: SLUG AND LETTUCE, COUNTY HALL 



S ET in the city’s historic County Hall 
and just a stone’s throw from the cap¬ 
ital’s tourist epicentre, a newly re¬ 
vamped Slug and Lettuce is bringing 
a bit of class to the South Bank’s din¬ 
ing scene, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Slug and Lettuce is fast becoming one of the 
nation’s favourite chains, with their determi¬ 
nation for design excellence and a desire to pro¬ 
vide exceptional cuisine at affordable prices 
putting them firmly in the driving seat when it 
comes to the competitive restaurant market. 

The County Hall venue has recently received 
a £350,000 revamp, which has transformed the 
interior giving it a modern decor, which is 
minimal yet elegant. I visited on a drizzly half- 
term afternoon, when the area was buzzing 
with families looking for a place to recover 
from the thrill of the surrounding attractions. 

I first chose some soft tacos with roasted veg¬ 
etables and halloumi (grilled halloumi and 
roasted beets and roots with jalapeno served in 
soft corn tacos and dressed with spiced lemon 
dressing, £5.69), which was hearty and hot, 
while my companion munched on some classic 
chicken goujons (served with a sticky barbecue 
sauce and a tasty pineapple and mango salsa, 
£5.49). 

I was then treated to a beautifully prepared 
sea bass, freshly grilled and served with a glo¬ 
rious super food salad (£13.29), while my friend 
chowed down on a Slug and Lettuce favourite, 
smothered chicken (grilled chicken breast 
topped with bacon and cheese, smothered in 
barbecue sauce, served with peas and skinny 
fries, £9.29). Both were well prepared and beau¬ 
tifully displayed. 

We then challenged our sweet tooth and 
shared a huge partini (a cocktail of vanilla ice 
cream, salted caramel and chocolate ganache, 


with a crisp meringue, raspberry coulis and 
whipped double cream, drizzled in salted 
caramel sauce and finished with curl wafers, 
£9.99), which we struggled to finish but which 
was a real treat. 

With a couple of the famous cocktails (a 
classic porn star Martini with absolute 
vanilla vodka, passoa liquor, caramel syrup, 
sugar syrup, fresh lemon juice, pineapple 
juice and passion fruit with a shot of prosecco 
on the side and a new Chambers Royale, with 


Chambord black raspberry liqueur and pros¬ 
ecco) we felt thoroughly replete. 

Sadly the visit was marred slightly by the 
women’s toilet being out of order and the ser¬ 
vice was not as good as I have been given pre¬ 
viously. But all in all I would recommend this 
newly refurbished restaurant. And once the 
teething problems are resolved, I’m sure it 
will become a popular addition to the group.

Too much cheese 
Vaises cancer risk’ 

EATING too much cheese can raise the risk of 
breast cancer by more than 50 per cent, 
according to new research. 

A study of more than 3,000 women found 
those who consumed a lot were much more 
likely to develop the disease. 

Scientists reviewed more than a decade of 
dietary surveys completed by the 
participants, almost 2,000 of whom had 
been diagnosed with breast cancer. 

A higher intake of cheese, especially 
Cheddar and cream cheese, was linked with 
a 53 per cent increased risk. 

Cheddar is Britain's favourite cheese, with 
the famous Somerset product claiming 
about half the annual £2.75 billion UK 
market. 

On the other hand, dairy products as a 
whole were also associated with a 15 per 
cent lower risk. 

This was almost entirely due to eating 
yogurt, which made breast cancer 39 per 
cent less likely, reports Current 
Developments in Nutrition. 

Dr Susan McCann, of Roswell Park Cancer 
Institute, Buffalo, New York, said: "Dairy 
foods are complex mixtures which include 
nutrients and non-nutrient substances that 
could potentially influence cancer cause, 
including breast cancer. 

"Specific dairy foods may contribute to 
breast cancer risk in women, although risk 
varies by source of dairy." 

The study reported higher intakes of 
yogurt were associated with reduced risk of 
breast cancer and higher intakes of 
American, Cheddar, and cream cheeses were 
associated with a marginally significant 
increased risk. 

Dr McCann said: "Dairy foods are 
important sources of several nutrients that 
could favourably impact cancer risk, 
including vitamin D, calcium, conjugated 
linoleic acid, butyrate and other nutrients 
and phytochemicals, but also contain 
substances, such as IGF-1 and other growth 
hormones, that may adversely affect risk. 

"Future studies are warranted to confirm 
the protective potential of yogurt in cancer." 

Although a good source of calcium, cheese 
can also be high in fat. When it comes to the 
impact of dairy foods on breast cancer risk, 
the study suggests they can be just as 
conflicting. 

Breast cancer is the most common form of 
the disease in women in the UK, with more 
than 50,000 diagnosed each year. It claims 
nearly 11,500 lives annually. 

Diet is known to play a key role in risk. 
Recent research has linked a poor diet during 
adolescence and early adulthood to a 
greater risk of breast cancer among younger 
women. 

Although some dairy products may be 
considered unhealthy, research assessing 
the impact on breast cancer has produced 
inconsistent results. 

Some studies have linked dairy intake to 
greater risk, while others have indicated the 
opposite. 

Dr McCann said this was "probably not 
unexpected" as they could potentially 
influence breast cancer through either 
increases or decreases in risk. 

In the study, her team reviewed data on 
1,941 and 1,237 women with and without 
the disease, respectively, who completed a 
food-frequency questionnaire. 

This detailed the amount of total dairy 
products and individual dairy products - 
including cheese, yogurt and milk - they 
consumed each month. 

When making their calculations they took 
into account factors including age, body 
mass index, menopausal status and a family 
history of breast cancer. 

The researchers said further studies are 
needed but they believe their current 
findings shed some light. 


A loaf of bread does cost the Earth - literally 


A LOAF of bread really does cost the Earth, a new 
study found. Each year Britons munch their way 
through 12 million loaves and it is a staple on many a 
home's dinner table. Now University of Sheffield sci¬ 
entists have analysed the environmental impact of our 
love of bread, rolls and pastry. 

The university's Grantham Centre for Sustainable 
Futures looked at the complete process from growing 
and harvesting the wheat to milling the grain, produc¬ 
ing the flour, baking the bread and preparing it for the 
bakery shelves. 

The study found the ammonium nitrate fertiliser 
used to grow the wheat contributes more than two 
fifths - 43 per cent - of greenhouse-gas emissions, 
dwarfing all other processes in the supply chain. 

Around three fifths of all grain and vegetable crops 
rely on fertilisers and 100 million tonnes are used 
globally every year. 

Agrifood research fellow Dr Liam Goucher said: 
"Consumers are usually unaware of the environmental 
impacts embodied in the products they purchase - 
particularly in the case of food, where the main con¬ 
cerns are usually over health or animal welfare. 

"There is perhaps awareness of pollution caused by 
plastic packaging - but many people will be surprised 
at the wider environmental impacts revealed in this 
study. 

"We found in every loaf there is embodied global 
warming resulting from the fertiliser applied to farm¬ 
ers'fields to increase their wheat harvest. This arises 
from the large amount of energy needed to make the 
fertiliser and from nitrous oxide gas released when it 
is degraded in the soil." 


Providing cheap and plentiful food to the world's 
booming populations while protecting the environ¬ 
ment is one of the biggest challenges of the 21 st cen¬ 
tury. 

Although fertilisers dramatically boast the growth 
of plants and vegetables, increasing yields and meet¬ 
ing demand, they consist of substances and chemicals 
such as methane, carbon dioxide, ammonia and nitro¬ 
gen. 

The emissions from these substances in synthetic 
fertilisers contribute to greenhouse gases, according 
to the study published in Nature Plants. 

Chief research adviser Professor Peter Florton said: 
"Our findings bring into focus a key part of the food 
security challenge - resolving the major conflicts em¬ 
bedded in the agrifood system, whose primary pur¬ 
pose is to make money, not to provide sustainable 
global food security. 

'High agricultural productivity - necessary for profit 
for farmers, agribusinesses and food retailers, whilst 
also keeping prices low for consumers - currently re¬ 
quires high levels of application of relatively cheap fer¬ 
tilisers. 

"With more than 100 million tonnes of fertiliser 
used globally each year to support agricultural pro¬ 
duction, this is a massive problem - but environmen¬ 
tal impact is not costed within the system and so there 
are currently no real incentives to reduce our reliance 
on fertiliser. How to achieve sustainable global food 
security is not only a technical question but a political 
economic one, and requires interdisciplinary research 
of the kind we do here at Sheffield." 

The data analysed in the study was processed using 


an advanced life-cycle assessment tool - SCEnAT - de¬ 
veloped by Professor Lenny Koh, director of the Ad¬ 
vanced Resource Efficiency Centre at the university's 
Management School. 

Prof Koh said: "This tool handles large and complex 
data sets and yielding data on the environmental im¬ 
pact, including greenhouse gas emissions of all the 
stages in the supply chain," said Professor Koh. 

"The tool identifies the processes that yield the 
most impact - the hotspots. 

"The findings raise a very important issue - whose 
responsibility is it to bring about the implementation 
of these interventions: the fertiliser manufacturer, the 
farmer, the retailer or the consumer? 

"There is a growing recognition fora range of indus¬ 
trial processes of the notion of extended producer re¬ 
sponsibility - the producer being responsible for 
downstream impact, expanded to the idea of shared 
producer and consumer responsibility. 

"The consumer is key, whether being persuaded to 
pay more for a greener product or by applying pres¬ 
sure for a change in practice." 

Yet there are steps farmers can take to mitigate the 
damage caused to the planet. 

Professor Duncan Cameron, co-director of the Cen¬ 
tre for Translational Plant and Soil Science explains: 
"The fertiliser problem is solvable - through improved 
agronomic practices. 

"These harness the best of organic farming com¬ 
bined with new technologies to better monitor the 
nutritional status of soils and plants and to recycle 
waste and with the promise of new wheat varieties 
able to utilise soil nitrogen more efficiently."

Know your rights when renting

IF you rent a property in Somerset, it's a good 
idea to stay on top of national lettings legisla¬ 
tion so you don't fall foul of dodgy landlords. 
Energy Efficiency regulations 
Rental properties must, in general, achieve at 
least an 'E' rating in their Energy Performance 
Certificate (EPC) by April 2018 - or landlords 
may not be permitted to let them out. Land¬ 
lords must order an EPC before they market 
their property, so ask to see one before you sign 
on the dotted line. Failing to do so could mean 
you'll be overpaying on your energy bills. 
Electrical safety 

The government's recent white paper on hous¬ 
ing outlined an intention to tackle the issue of 
electrical safety. Although no details have yet 
been announced, new laws are expected in 
April and could demand landlords prove their 
property has had its electrical installation 
check and that electrical appliances have been 
subject to a PAT test before it can be let. Elec¬ 
trical safety is a serious issue, so make sure you 
ask your landlord if they have the relevant doc¬ 
umentation. 

Gas safety 


A recent study by Gas Safe Register found more 
than one in five privately rented homes feature 
at least one unsafe gas appliance. Landlords 
are legally required to have a gas safety check 
carried out by a professional and provide ten¬ 
ants with a gas record at the start of their ten¬ 
ancy (and every 12 months thereafter). 5) 
Smoke and carbon monoxide alarms 
Landlords are legally required to install and 
maintain at least one working smoke alarm on 
each storey of tenanted properties, as well as a 
carbon monoxide alarm in any room contain¬ 
ing a solid fuel burning appliance. This became 
law in October 2015, and can be a matter of life 
and death. 

Maintenance requests 

The Deregulation Act in 2015 introduced a rul¬ 
ing that landlords must deal with maintenance 
or repair requests from tenants in a prescribed 
way - or face being unable to regain possession 
of their property. If you need something re¬ 
paired your landlord must now provide an ad¬ 
equate response in writing, detailing their 
intentions and a proposed timescale for any 
work.

West London goal heroes 


Championship ‘rejects’ Martin and Washington strike World Cup glory 


TWO strikers not considered 
automatic choices for their 
rival Championship clubs in 
West London fired themselves 
into the World Cup spotlight on 
Sunday night. 

Fulham’s Chris Martin and 
Queens Park Rangers’ Conor 
Washington might still have 
plenty to prove to their respec¬ 
tive club managers in England’s 
second tier but for now they are 
both basking in the interna¬ 
tional limelight. 

Martin, who is on loan to 
Whites from Derby County, has 
given Scotland a lingering hope 
of qualifying for next summer’s 
finals in Russia by coming off 
the substitutes’ bench to snatch 
a dramatic late winner in the 
must-win game against Slove¬ 
nia at Hampden Park. 

And Washington kept the 
Northern Ireland bandwagon 
rolling with his first goal of this 
qualifying campaign to seal vic¬ 
tory over Norway in Belfast. 

Martin’s intervention was 
the headline story of the week¬ 
end internationals. There were 
just eight minutes left in Glas¬ 
gow, with the Scots facing yet 
another ignominious failure to 
reach a major tournament, 


when manager Gordon Stra- 
chan sent on the 28-year-old 
Martin as his last roll of the 
dice. 

Having been substituted in 
the uninspiring 1-1 friendly 
draw with mighty Canada in 
Edinburgh four days earlier, 
Martin’s arrival was greeted by 
jeers of derision from a section 
of the Tartan Army who defi¬ 
nitely didn’t regard him as their 
country’s saviour. 

But within four minutes he 
went from zero to hero. Finding 
a pocket of space in the Slovenia 
box, Martin controlled Stuart 
Armstrong’s pass with a deli¬ 
cate first touch before striking 
a low, left-footed shot that went 
in off the far post. 

The 88th minute goal resur¬ 
rected hopes that Scotland - 
now two points adrift of second- 
placed Slovakia after this much- 
deserved victory - can still 
reach Russia. Their eagerly 
awaited next match, at home to 
the auld enemy England on 
June 10, is now of crucial impor¬ 
tance. If Scotland can bag a win 
that day - and who would bet 
too much against it with the fer¬ 
vent support of the nation be¬ 
hind them? - it will leave them 


just three points behind Gareth 
Southgate’s Group F leaders 
with all to play for. 

Martin made the doubters eat 
their words but wasn’t about to 
rub their noses in it: “I’m not 
going to tell the fans what they 
should be thinking or how they 
should be feeling. 

“Hopefully they enjoy the 
three points tonight and there’s 
a bit more optimism heading 
into the England game now. 

“We always work hard for the 
manager and for each other and 
the country. The manager has 
shown faith in just about every 
one of us. 

“We knew it was a must-win 
game and in the circumstances 
I think it was a very good per¬ 
formance. 

“This can be a real turning 
point for us. We’re right back in 
the mix, a couple of points off 
second place, and there’s no bet¬ 
ter game next up." 

Despite their Hampden hero¬ 
ics, Scotland still have a moun¬ 
tain to climb if they are to 
qualify for the 2018 World Cup 
finals. Even to reach the play¬ 
offs, they will probably need to 
secure two wins, or one win and 
three draws from their five 


toughest remaining qualifying 
games. At least Martin has 
given them some hope. 

There was much less drama 
attached to Washington’s 33rd- 
minute goal at Windsor Park - 
a cool finish from 10 yards 
through the legs of keeper 
Jarstein - that sealed a convinc¬ 
ing 2-0 win over Norway and 
maintains Northern Ireland’s 
impressive winning run in 
Belfast, where they have won 
seven on the trot. 

After their proud efforts in 
last summer’s European Cham¬ 
pionship finals in France, 
where Northern Ireland were a 
breath of fresh air, there is 
every chance that the Green 
Army could march on to Russia 
next year. 

\Michael O’Neill’s side are 
now second in Group C, five 
points behind Germany, but, 
most importantly, two points 
clear of third-placed Czech Re¬ 
public and on course to reach 
the play-offs. 

But what supporters of Ful¬ 
ham and QPR will be wonder¬ 
ing is: will either Washington or 
Martin get a game this week¬ 
end?

Cairney rewarded 


FULHAM midfielder Tom Cairney 
was rewarded for a fine season 
when he made his Scotland debut 
in their 1-1 draw with Canada last 
Wednesday. 

Whites’ creative No 10 played 
the first 76 minutes of the friendly 
at Easter Road, Edinburgh - home 
of Hibernian - and he was one of 
Scotland’s better performers. 

With nine goals and nine assists 
for Whites, no other central mid¬ 
fielder in the Championship has 
been involved in more goals this 
season. 

And 26-year-old Cairney gave 
much of the credit for his interna¬ 
tional call-up to his club coach, 
Slavisa Jokanovic. 

“I have never had a season like 
I’ve had and I owe a lot to the man¬ 
ager and the staff for that as well.” 

Playmaker Cairney believes his 
international progress was ham¬ 


pered by being played out of posi¬ 
tion at Fulham. 

“A few managers over the last 
couple of seasons have played me 
on the right wing,” he explained. 

"I can play there but I never felt 
that was my strongest position. 

“I have been playing in the mid¬ 
dle of a three, it’s more natural to 
my game, and that's a big factor in 
my form this season and I’ve en¬ 
joyed it a lot. 

“I have wanted it for a long time 
now and it is great to finally be 
here. I don’t want to just be a flash 
in the pan. Once I am in, I want to 
stay in.” 

Cairney, who had previously 
played at under-21 level, was an 
unused sub for Sunday’s World 
Cup qualifier against Slovenia at 
Hampden Park, where Craven Cot¬ 
tage team-mate Chris Martin stole 
the spotlight.

“I thought it would happen at 
some stage,” he said about his first 
call-up to Gordon Strachan’s 
squad. 

“But, when it eventually hap¬ 
pens, no matter how the season 
has gone, it is still surprising.” 

Although born in Nottingham, 
Cairney retains strong links north 
of the border through his Scottish 
father. 

“I used to come up every school 
half-term and visit my family in 
Uddingston,” he recalled. “I used 
to get my Celtic kits and stuff. I 
had good memories when I was lit¬ 
tle. My dad is a big Scotland fan, so 
I think as soon as I got called up it 
was a proud moment for him.” 

Strachan said: “Tom Cairney 
has been absolutely fantastic this 
year.

Blues ready for run-in 

Cahill shows winning mentality as league title looms 


This week at 
STAMFORD BRIDGE

GARY Cahill is sure that Chelsea are 
fully prepared and ready for the home 
stretch they are entering, and that it 
will take Blues to the Premier League 
title. 

Chelsea return to league action at 
Stamford Bridge on Saturday against 
a robust Crystal Palace side. And the 
West Londoners will have to display 
the same aggressive and positive 
mindset as they had in their last 
league outing, before the interna¬ 
tional break against Stoke City two 
weeks ago, if they are to reinforce 
their 10-point lead at the top. 

The 2-1 win at Stoke, where Cahill 
scored the late decider, sent out a 
statement of intent to Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur and the rest of the chasing pack. 

Cahill said: “It’s been good for us to 
do that. We have played better this 
season than we did at Stoke but we 
managed the situation and got the job 
done at a crucial time of the season. 

“Teams have tried to play in differ¬ 
ent ways and systems against us but 
we have coped with it really well. We 
work really hard for each other on 
and off the pitch, which is the main 
thing. 

“It’s been a good season up to now 
but we know we have to keep going.” 

Teams have tried to kick Blues into 
submission. Perhaps the Eagles, des¬ 
perate for points themselves to stay 
clear of the bottom three, will try 
something similar? The South Lon¬ 
doners are just four points above the 
drop zone. 

“We expected that sort of game at 


Stoke,” said Cahill. “I saw the Manch¬ 
ester City game when they played 
them and how well organised they 
were. They frustrated City. 

“They were tough for us at home 
when we beat them 4-2, so it was im¬ 
portant we didn’t get sucked into that. 
At times in the first half there were a 
few tackles going in and there was an 
element of them wanting to make it 
into a fight.” 

Cahill feels that this Chelsea side is 
mature enough to expect the expected 
and adapt to the unexpected. 

“I think it’s a case of adapting to 
different situations,” he said. “Some¬ 
times we have played our football and 
everything goes nicely but it’s not al¬ 
ways going to be like that. Teams 
won’t always let you do that and they 
shouldn’t either. It’s the way we have 
adapted to different situations that 
has been most pleasing, plus the way 
we are managing games. 

“Against Stoke, there was a lot of 
stop and start in the first half, fouls 
and heated situations which could 
have boiled over. We could have got 
into a scrap with them but they would 
have been the ones to benefit. It’s just 
about managing situations and still 
playing our football. 

“The manager stresses all the time 
that we still need to do the things we 
need to do.” 

Chelsea head coach Antonio Conte 
can smell the title but is quick to add 
a measure of caution as they head 
into a tough couple of matches, firstly 
against Palace and then Manchester 
City (next Wednesday, April 5, 8pm) - 
both at home. 

“Our path is incredible,” he said. 
“What we are doing. If we look at the 
first part of the season it was very dif¬ 
ficult to put Chelsea in the teams to 
fight for the title. The start of the sea¬ 


son wasn’t bad with three wins. Then 
we changed a lot and now we stay at 
the top of the table - and we are deter¬ 
mined to stay there. 

“I have to say thanks to all of my 
players because they are working 
hard, they are working a lot and they 
trust in our football, our idea. They’re 
showing me in every game great com¬ 
mitment, great will to fight, great will 
to show that we can win the league.” 

Conte expressed his appreciation of 
Cahill’s value at both ends of the field: 
“Gary can play also as a centre-for¬ 
ward,” said the Italian. 

“He has good quality, acrobatic 
qualities, and he’s very strong during 
set-pieces. I’m pleased for him be¬ 
cause we conceded the penalty be¬ 
cause the referee saw a little push 
from Gary. Then he thought to find 
the solution to score the second goal 
to win. 

“I think this must be Chelsea’s 
mentality. Don’t forget, Chelsea is a 
great team and must play always to 
win. For this reason, when you play 
in this type of team you must have 
(the strength to) build, you must work 
on this type of aspect - the mentality 
to grow. 

“At Stoke, we showed from the start 
until the end the will to win the game, 
not to come only for one point. We did¬ 
n’t want to manage the situation, we 
wanted to play the game to try to win, 
and in the end we deserved to win.” 

Conte is now 10 games away from 
capping his first season of manage¬ 
ment in England with the ultimate 
prize. 

“I like to say that now we have to 
take 21 points to be sure to win the 
title. Otherwise we risk to lose. We 
have to think always positive and 
game by game. 

“The international break allowed 


some players to rest. It’s important to 
be focused, because now we have two 
games at home, against Crystal 
Palace and Manchester City. It’s im¬ 
portant to be focused.” 

While giving the impression that 
all that matters is the next game, a 
club of Chelsea’s stature always has 
to be thinking six months ahead, and 
to next season. 

“I think that we started this season 
with work (to do),” he said. “This is 
the first season for me at Chelsea and, 
for sure, when you have the possibil¬ 
ity to work more years with the team 
you can improve, you must improve. 
It’s normal. 

“This season is very important be¬ 
cause my players are understanding 
my idea of football, and they are 
adapting in my system, in my philos¬ 
ophy of football. We are building 
something important. 

“I think my players are fully in my 
idea of football, fully in the method. 
But I think that in everything you can 
improve, and for sure we must im¬ 
prove. But I repeat, when I arrived, a 
new coach in a new team, you must 
know your players and have a bit of 
time to understand the habits, and 
then to bring them to your idea - but 
also to show them that your idea is a 
positive.” 

• CHELSEA Ladies have reached the 
Women’s FA Cup semi-finals. 

On Sunday they had to overcome a 
1-0 first-half setback at home to Sun¬ 
derland but did so in emphatic style 
by hammering the North East outfit 
5-1 

Two goals each from Ramona Bach- 
mann and Hannah Blundell halted 
the potential shock and propelled 
Blues to an unassailable lead before 
Drew Spence added a last-minute 
goal.

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM resume their 
promotion challenge at 
Rotherham on Saturday and 
will be fully expected to return 
from South Yorkshire with all 
three points. 

Rotherham, crushed 5-1 by a 
Queens Park Rangers side that 
didn't need to get out of 
second gear in their last 
outing, are by far the 
Championship's whipping 
boys. 

Whites must turn the screw 
in a merciless manner. 

The international break 
probably came at a good time 
for Fulham, who urgently need 
to get back on track after 
losing to Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and drawing with 
Blackburn Rovers - both at 
home - in their last two 
matches. For sure, they will 
find Derby County a much 
tougher proposition when 
they visit Pride Park next 
Tuesday (April 4). 

Having squandered two 
chances to leapfrog Sheffield 
Wednesday and move into the 
much-coveted sixth place, 
Fulham - now a point below 
the Owls - cannot afford to 
look any more gift horses in 
the mouth if they are to figure 
in the end-of-season play-offs 
and put themselves within 
touching distance of the 
Premier League. That said, the 
same applies to Wednesday, 
who have lost their last two 
games.

Comparing the two teams' 
respective run-ins, there is little 
to choose between them in 
terms of calibre of opposition. 

The combined league 
positions of Fulham's eight 
opponents adds up to 94, 
while Sheffield Wednesday's is 
only slightly lower at 98. Both 
face one fellow promotion¬ 
chasing side each - 
Wednesday go to leaders 
Newcastle, while Fulham visit 
Huddersfield, who are pressing 
for automatic promotion but 
Whites will hope the gap of 
four points currently 
separating them from Norwich 
widens before they meet at 
Carrow Road on Good Friday. 

If it should all come down to 
goal-difference, Fulham's 
current superiority of 10 over 
both Wednesday and Norwich 
could prove decisive. 

Fulham's West London 
neighbours, Brentford and 
QPR, could well have a big say 
in who reaches the play-offs in 
May. Bees are the last 
scheduled visitors of the 
season to Craven Cottage on 
Saturday, April 29 - and how 
sweet it would be for Whites to 
clinch a top-six spot that day, 
rather than face a nerve- 
shredding showdown against 
Sheffield Wednesday at 
Hillsborough on Sunday, May 
7.
